Strathcona Baptist 
Church Flourishing 
In Doing Good Work 


Growth of Membership and Sunday School Attendance! 


Speaks Well for Consecrated Work of Officers and 
Pastor Who Are United in One Purpose 


The beginings of Baptist denominational work in Edmonton 
were in 1892, soon after the Calgary and Edmonton railway line 
reached the south bank of the Saskatchewan opposite the Hud- 
son’s Bay Company's Fort Edmonton. 
to a considerable influx of population from the eastern provinces 
and northwestern states into northern Alberta and the then village 


of Edmonton and a hamlet on the south bank grew up about the 
railway station.

were held in 1892 and in 1893 the 
First Baptist church of Edmonton 
Was organized and called to the pas- 
orate Rev, Alexander McDonald, 
who had been the first Baptist mis- 
sionary in Manitoba. Some of the 
members of the church resided on 
the North Side and some on the 
South Side of the river, and as there 
were no bridges and transportation 
was difficult, Sunday services were 
held in both villages, but the first 
ehurch building was erected on Rice 
atreet, across the street from the 
@pot where Ramsay's grocery now 
etands. 

By 1895 tho membre of 
the church had grown consider- 
ably, but the difficulties of trans- 
portation were as great as ever, 
so It was arranged to divide into 
two organizations and the South 
Edmonton or Strathcona chure 
came into existence. Rev. Pree 
McDonald then withdrew 
the pastorate on the North Side 
and became pastor of the new 
church on the South Side. 

The first meetings of the Strath- 
cona Baptist church were held tn a 
little frame Methodist meeting house 
on the site of the present Metropoll- 
tan United church, on 88rd avenue
